And the eight-member com- 
mittee appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen to make a decision on 
the proposal by Feb, 8, tripped 
over semantics in attempting to 
narrow the confines of their two= 
week inquiry, They were charged 
with making a recommendation ' 
based on “‘economic feasibility.” 

This does not mean, said David-

The Accelerated Sewer Program is already little more 
to most people than a matter of recent history. 

Except for the minor cleanups and plantings that must 
await spring, the $1.6 million project is completed and, 
about 355 families are in a position to benefit from the 
13 miles of sewers laid in the twelve months of construc- 
tion. As development continues in the areas of expanded 
service, additional families will know the convenience of 
being part of a central sewer system. 

This massive extension of Andover’s sanitation facili- 
ties was wrapped up in whirlwind fashion, completed in 
just about six months less time than anticipated. In fact, 
the original scheduling called for concentrated construc- 
tion of a type that some communities would have avoided — 
this much sewer work could have been dragged out over 
a seemingly interminable period. 

The man behind the decision to move and move as fast 
as weather and the facts of construction life would permit 
was Water & Sewer Supt. Donald Bassett. To him, dealing 
with a big dose of dirt and detours seemed something akin 
to stomaching a big dose of acrid medicine — the faster it 
is all over with, the faster the patient forgets that he 


didn’t like it. 


It was a good decision, and those who couldn’t see it 
from the middle of the dust haze that went with summer’s 
drought, must be realizing it by now. Work that could have 
been strung out over two or three years is done, and 30 
new home owners have already taken advantage of the 
chance to hook into a modern sewerage system. 

Don Bassett didn’t lay the sewers and he wasn’t respon- 
sible for the good weather that kept things rolling, but he 
planned and believed in the project and he had a master 


hand in coordinating the work. 


For months disgruntled motorists who wanted to com- 
plain about a detour, and housewives who were convinced 
there was no reason for construction to be such a dusty 
process, and grass fanciers who were irked by damage to 
their lawns found it easy to pick up the phone to berate 
Bassett for the inconvenience of it all. 

One wonders if a comparable number of citizens will 
find it as easy to let Don Bassett know how much they 
respect his devotion to a job fraught with as many head- 


aches as satisfactions? 


He deserves some genuine appreciation.
